The abdication of King Constantine ts his second 
surrender of the throne of Greece in less than ten 
years. 


Constantine succeeded to the throne on March 
18, 1913, after the assassination of his 
father, 
King.peorgj, at Saloniki. 
He was unpopular before he ascended the throne, 
having been dismissed as commander of the arm v 
fn rqrpons* to publlq clamor, but in 1912 he won 
Ih* Jile of "The Liberator” by his military laid* 
ership, which resulted in the defeat of the Turks 
*nd the capture of Saloniki. 
His m arriage to Sophia, sister of the then Ger­ 
man Kaiser, was unpopular and during the World 
War the pro-Germanism o f the Greek court was 
so pronounced that finally the Allies were forced 


to send an ultimatum to the Greek premier, which 
icLrt.nded the abdication of Constantine, * 
C eek independence was obtained in 1830 as the 
*esuit of a combined attack upon the Turks by the 
British, French and Russians. These nations ex­ 
ercised a protectorate over Greece and they based 
their interference in 1917 on this ground. They 
charged Constantine with haying violated the con­ 
stitution of the country and his removal followed 
n June of that y e a r....

The revival of community spp-it in the country 
has become more and more a feature of American 
life. 
Neighbor I ¡ness is keeping pace with other 
forms of progress in small towns and rurhl com­ 
munities. 
In colonial times people went to the 
meeting-house as a common gathering place foi 
mutual aid and self-development. During the Rev 
olutfonary period the people gathered in the town 
meeting house for ^political and social purposes. 
In the dpys of the settlement of the West, the peo­ 
ple used to come together in the “little red school 
house,” the one-roomed church, the hall over the 
the grocery «toro, or “to meet round” from house 
to house, jn order to gratify their social desires. 
Life was simple and restricted. 
There were few 
cities. People lived in the country or in villages 
or small towns. 
There was a well-defined rural 
social life. As the country became more prosper­ 
ous, large cities apew up, offering m increajSpg 
number of .diversions and forms-of recreatión. The 
f g jl tr y people w ^ e gradually drawh td the cities 
for their amusbmcnt. Í Rural'social life gradually 
declined. 
In recent yeai\s, however, rural people 
have‘realised the distinct loss which they sustained 
when they were drawn from their normal social 
activitiesrtb the more artificial amusements of the 
cities.”
